that visitors to the Hamptons arrive with 
the required resources. “We’ve come a long 
way, baby,” says Frederick Millner, head of 
the BBITF. “We’ve had the legal authority to 
forcibly remove underfunded visitors for years, 
but it was always a law enforcement challenge 
to determine who the cheapskates were.” In the 
past, the BBITF has worked cooperatively with 


the Hamptons Police to spot-check vehicles 
entering the Hamptons to verify that visitors to 
the area had a minimum of ready cash to spend 
while here. But until recently these operations 
relied entirely upon motorists providing honest 
answers about their assets, as police lacked the 
technology to infiltrate bank computer systems 
to double-check bank balances and other forms 
of wealth. “It was kind of a joke, really,” says 
Millner. “How likely is it that somebody’s going 
to give you an honest answer about how much 
money they have in the bank?” The old system 
also tied up traffic during the busiest times 
of year. “The old spot-check method was a 
mess, to be honest,” says Millner. “Now it’s 
going to be absolutely seamless.” According to 
Millner, the new system scans license plates as 
motorists cross the Shinnecock Canal going east 
on Sunrise Highway or Montauk Highway. Then, 
using sophisticated cross-referencing software, 
the BBITF’s high-speed supercomputers quickly 
determine the identity of the drivers and access 
their bank account information to determine 
what kind of spending power they have. “It’s 
breathtaking how quickly we can know what 


oe 


a guy’s bankroll looks like,” says Millner. This 
information is then crosschecked with an 
analysis of the. driver’s debts. “In about 30 
seconds, our system gets a pretty complete 
picture of every driver’s financial situation. 
At that point, it makes a determination as 
to whether a given driver should be allowed 
to proceed.” Full implementation of the new 
system will commence on May 15, at which 
point officers of a new BBITF Enforcement 
Patrol will begin to intercept drivers flagged for 
having insufficient funds. Millner explains that 
the BBITF officers have been carefully trained 
not to antagonize the underfunded drivers, 
who could be feeling humiliated or feel that 
they are being discriminated against. “Look, | 
we'll tell them that the law is the law. They will 
be informed, politely but firmly, that they will 
need to turn their vehicles around and go back 
to where they came from. They will also be told 
that, should their financial situation improve, 
they’ll naturally be welcome back.” dt

$s you probably know, Betsy Ross did not 

design the first American flag. She may 
have sewn one, but the first one, it is believed 
by some people, was designed by East Ender 
Captain John Hulbert. There is considerable 
evidence to support this. That original flag 
today sits behind glass as a centerpiece of 
the Suffolk County Historical Society Museum 
in Riverhead. 

Here is what we know. And after that, what we 
don’t know. 

In July of 1775, just one year before the 
Declaration of Independence, John Hulbert of 
Bridgehampton, then age 37, was asked to 
head up the third militia, a group of fighters 
from Southampton and East Hampton, to be 
part of a New York army of 3,000 men tasked 
with protecting that colony from invasion by 
British forces. 

The British had already invaded and were 
now occupying Boston to punish that city for 
their “Boston Tea Party,” and were already 
in upstate New York. They had captured Fort 
Ticonderoga, a huge fort built by the French at 
the base of Lake Champlain, north of Albany. 
American patriots from all 13 colonies had met 
by this time in Philadelphia at what they called 
the Continental Congress. What should they do? 


Hulbert, a rope maker, had his orders. His

200-man militia was to march to Fort Ticonderoga 
to assist in taking that fort back from the 
British. They headed out. They had muskets and 
uniforms. It is believed that when they returned 
from their operation at Fort Ticonderoga, they 
also carried a 13-star, 13-stripe flag, which was 
the first of its kind. But there is no sketch or 
drawing of it. 

The militia was too late for the initial battle. 
The fort had fallen to a small group of rebels 
from nearby Vermont—the Green Mountain 
Boys—on May 10 of that year, before Hulbert’s 
men were even mustered, so they knew that 
before they started out. Why they went, though, 
was because it was feared more British Redcoats 
were on their way to take it back. The Hulbert 
militia would be part of the reinforcements to 
hold the fort. 

When they arrived, they weren’t needed. The 
rebels were in full control, and new orders for 
Hulbert and his men assigned them to picket 
duty at Fort Ticonderoga and, come November, 
two months later, to escort a group of British 
Redcoats taken prisoner down the Hudson 
River to Trenton, New Jersey. From there, they 
would take them across the Delaware River 
and then parade them by the Second Continental 
Congress at the Pennsylvania State House 
in Philadelphia. 

Attending this Congress was patriot Francis 
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signer of the Declaration of Independence and, 
at that time, a delegate from the colony of 
New Jersey. Hopkinson, we here on the East 
End believe, watched the parade of prisoners 
accompanied by Hulbert’s Third Militia. We 
don’t know for sure. But he was there and 
Hulbert was there, flags flying. 

Hopkinson’s presence in this story is 
important because, as you know, the myth that 
Betsy Ross designed the American flag was 
busted by those who believe Hopkinson’s flag 
came first. Hopkinson, at about the time he was 
also attending that Congress, designed a Stars 
and Stripes. He also worked on the design of the 
Great Seal and the first American coins. There’s 
a letter he wrote Congress, three years after he 
designed these things. In 1780, he said that it 
had been three years and he had not been paid. 
He would settle the matter for a “Quarter Cask 
of the public Wine.” 

It is he, today, who is considered by many to 
be the first to make the Stars and Stripes. We 
here on the East End, beg to differ. We think he 
saw Hulbert’s flag, and designed from that. 

How do we know Hulbert flew a Stars and 
Stripes? Well, in 1929 an old tattered 13-star 
American flag was found in storage at the home 
where Hulbert had lived. The 13 stars of this 
flag were six-pointed stars, not five-pointed 
stars. Hopkinson’s flag had six-pointed stars. 
Betsy Ross’s flag, later, had five-pointed stars. It 
was only after the initial Stars and Stripes was 
designed and made that it was decided to make 
stars with five points rather than six. 

Scientists examined this old flag and 


some have concluded it was made around 
1840, perhaps as a replica of an early American 
flag. But others say it is the real McCoy. It is 
very old, and there it is—go see it if you want. 
Certainly it is a flag around 200 years old. And 
if it weren’t real, why would it be in storage at 
Hulbert’s house? 

And where was Hulbert’s house, anyway? Its 
unclear in which of his houses they found the 
flag. Turns out that after the British defeated 
George Washington at the Battle of Long Island, 
John Hulbert, among many other East End rebels, 
fled to Connecticut by boat to escape being 
arrested. The British were now in charge on 
the East End. But after the war ended, he 
returned home. 

He may have returned to his Bridgehampton 
home, but clearly he did not stay long. Between 
the end of the war and his passing at age 
75 in 1813, he built numerous other homes on 
the East End, both for himself and for others. 
He built a home for a whaling boat captain, 
Lester Beebe, in Sag Harbor at 20 Union Street. 
(Chester Arthur, our 21st president, a friend 
and political confidant of the home’s owner 
at the time is believed to have visited here in 
the 1880s.) Hulbert is believed to have lived in 
a house at 37 Mile Hill Road in the Northwest 
section of East Hampton. (The house was listed 
for sale in the past as a house he had lived in.) 
And onetime owners of an old mansion in Sag 
Harbor on Main Street—the Morpurgo House— 
claimed Hulbert built it. 

But the strongest claim is that the house 
where the Hulbert flag was found was in his 


family home from before the Revolution in 
Bridgehampton. And it rings true. 

The childhood home of John Hulbert no longer 
stands. It originally stood on the northeast 
corner of Main Street, Bridgehampton and the 
Sag Harbor Turnpike, right smack in the middle 
of town. Today this is the site of the Topping 
Rose House, the celebrated inn and restaurant 
that opened at that location five years ago. 

Other stuff had happened between Hulbert 
and the Topping Rose. The Hulbert house 
was small and ramshackle. Behind it was a 
barn, believed to be his workshop and storage 
facility. This house and barn were reportedly 
built around 1740. 

In 1842, a wealthy Bridgehampton lawyer and 
judge by the name of Abraham Topping Rose 
bought what had been Hulbert’s property, and 
had Hulbert’s house torn down. In its place he 
built a beautiful three-story white clapboard 
home in the Greek Revival style for himself and 
his family. That building, historic in its own 
right, is what was purchased by the developers 
of the Topping Rose House in 2005. And they 
saved it, restoring it in all its splendor. 

During the renovation, the builders came 
upon what had been the foundation of the 
Hulbert home. That was all that was left from 
when Judge Rose tore it down. They also noted 
two buildings out back. One was a barn, in need 
of restoration, which was done. Today it is a 
conference center and spa. The other building, 
from the Hulbert era, was described in an article 
in the Southampton Press about 10 years ago as 
a “storage building.” It was (Continued on page 24)

A Lawsuit Raises Its Ugly Head About a Film Based in Montauk

| i the early 1960s, the U.S. Air Force 
abandoned their top-secret early warning 
station out by the lighthouse in Montauk. It 
was top secret because the military didn’t want 
Russians meddling with our radar, computers, 
green screens and communication gear created 
to alert people inland about Soviet guided- 
missile attacks. The Air Force left, however, by 
simply walking away from the base, leaving the 
whole thing to just rot into ruin. 

This created a wonderful opportunity for us 
local teenagers at the time, to come at night, 
cut holes through the barbed wire and chain- 
link to sneak into this place called Camp Hero, 
enter buildings, walk through underground 
tunnels and hope against hope we would not 
get caught or taken prisoner by any monsters 
or other creatures there. Legends were born. 
Stories were concocted. Was there some secret 
operation other than the warning system we 
might stumble upon? 

In 1992, asensational book called The Montauk 


Project, written by Peter Moon and Preston 
Nichols, was published, which enlarged our 
earlier fears. One thing reported was that local 
teenagers had been lured inside and were then 
never seen again. The secret operation was 
time travel. The government was attempting 


~ to transport a Navy ship from one _ port 


to another, but it had not worked and 
crewmembers suffered a horrible death, halfway 
in one place and halfway in another. There had 
to be a cover-up. 

This book went viral, or whatever they called 
it back then. And the authors followed up witha 
second and then a third book, all with titles that 
revolved around the idea of a secret Montauk 
time-travel project disguised to look like a Cold 
War early warning system. These books are still 
available at your local bookstore. 

Montauk may have been a famous beach 
resort for many years for its fishing, surfing, 
hang gliding, golf, nightlife and tennis—now 
it was also famous for “the Montauk Project.” 
And that legend, enlarged upon and added 
to, has continued. Some years later, a dead 


animal about the size of a large raccoon washed 
up on the beach that was so waterlogged 
and deformed it looked like a monster...the 
Montauk Monster, it was called. And that went 
viral, too. 

Now we have the Montauk Project Lawsuit. 
A short 8-minute film called Montauk about the 
Montauk Project was made in 2011 by Charlie 
Kessler, which involves a boy wandering off into 
the Montauk woods at Camp Hero, a distraught 
mother trying to find him, a man trying to help 
her find him, a monster, and some effects where 
the mother is lifted off the ground by some 
invisible force that then appears to kill her in 
the air. The film was shown at the Hamptons 
International Film Festival in 2012 when it came 
out, and it won the prize for Best Student Film. 
Now Charlie Kessler is suing. 

He claims that in 2014 he attended a premiere 
party at the Tribeca Film Festival and met two 
brothers, Matt and Ross Duffer, and told them 
about his short film and his plan to create 
a full-length film called The Montauk Project. 
Kessler’s plot, the suit (Continued on next page) 
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says, is a variation on his earlier short movie. 
It involves a young boy who goes to the shut 
down Camp Hero one night and does not return. 
His parents, hysterical, get a local police officer 
to find their son and figure out what is going 
on in Camp Hero. The officer discovers that it 
is horrific operation at which children are used 
as “psychic weapons” to open a portal into an 
“alien world.” 

Kessler says that in 2016 when Stranger Things 
debuted on Netflix, he noticed not only that 
the Duffer Brothers created it but, the suit 
says, he believed it was the same idea he 
presented to them. In the premiere, a group 
of boys are playing when one disappears. As a 
result, the boy’s friends, his mother and a local 
cop work to find the boy. They discover a girl 
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with telekinetic abilities, and they learn of a 
government operation nearby that is being run 
secretly. 

Kessler also claims in the suit that this show, 
Stranger Things, had been originally titled The 
Montauk Project when Netflix bought it and only 
later got its name changed. Also, he says, they 
changed the locale. Stranger Things on TV today 
takes place in the fictional town of Hawkins, 
Indiana in the early 1980s. The show is a big hit 
and is making lots of money. 

Kessler’s lawsuit was filed in California last 
month. He says he’s received no credit or 
compensation for his work. A lawyer for the 
Duffers says they never spoke with Kessler 
about his short film or any project. 

Since the lawsuit was filed, TMZ, a website 
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that covers backstories in the Hollywood movie 
world among other things, claims it learned that 
Netflix, in searching around for someone to play 
“Barbara” in the new show, allegedly put out a 
casting call in August 2015 that read “Barbara: 
18 to play 16 years old, Barbara is Nancy’s 
gossipy, less put together, and less popular 
best friend who can sometimes be a 3rd wheel 
meddling with Steve and Nancy. RECURRING. 
Notes: You have a self tape request for the 
Netflix series Montauk starring Winona Ryder...” 

TMZ calls this a “smoking gun” that shows 
the Duffer Brothers knew about the Kessler film. 
But was this supposed casting call referring 
to Montauk the book, Montauk the monster or 
Montauk the Kessler film? Or none of those? 
It could matter. Then [ read that the Duffers’ 
lawyer said they never hid the fact that Stranger 
Things was originally called Montauk. That was 
supposed to be the locale. But it wound up 
being in Indiana.

But then there is a film that pre-dates 
both Stranger Things and Kessler’s Montauk. 
It was created by filmmaker Christopher 
Garetano in 2010 and released in 2015. It was 
later developed and produced as The Dark 
Files for the History Channel. I saw The Dark 
Files when it appeared on TV. In this special, 
scientists and others go onto the site (trailed 
by the filmmakers) trying to learn the truth 
about the supposed macabre doings. They 
seem to find black-and-white footage of 
dazed teenagers walking into some of the 
underground tunnels to be part of terrible 
experiments. In real time, they track down 
Preston Nichols in a trailer in the woods 
somewhere (West Virginia?). Nichols is elderly 
and very weird. He neither confirms nor denies. 
The experts are very open to all of this. 

In the end, they decide to agree to disagree. 
Some say the Montauk Project was a secret 
black op, others say it was bunk, still others 
say they cannot be sure. So the mystery 
remains unsolved. 

Should Garetano sue, too? But if so, who? 

Further to all of this, you have the right to 
know that the reporter writing this article is 
mentioned in one of the Montauk Project books. 

I am in the second book. I read the first when 
it came out and had found it so outrageous 
that I was moved to write the authors of 
the book. I claimed, rightly, that I was the 
publisher of the town newspaper in Montauk 
in those days, and that some of the things 
they said were going on downtown at the 
time were simply not true. As an example, they 
had reported that one day in August of 1962, - 
all the animals in all the woods surrounding 
downtown came into town to mill around 
for a day before returning to where they had 
come from. 

“Not true,” I wrote. “I was there.” 

In that second book, the authors, mentioning 
me by name, stated that clearly I was part of 
the cover-up. ; 
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Power to the People Entirely from the East End Wind

do not understand the opposition to having 

16 windmills out in the Atlantic Ocean that 
could power all of the homes on the South Fork 
to end our dependence on fossil fuel. Nothing 
could be better than this. And if it works on the 
South Fork, there could be more of them out 
there that could provide power for practically 
all the nearly 8 million people of Long Island. 

The company that is proposing these 
windmills, which are over the horizon from 
land, already has a five-windmill project out 
in the ocean—within sight of Block Island— 
in business now for over a year. It provides 
all the power to Block Island, population 
1,051, and to all the tourists who are there in 
the summertime, estimated at 15,000 a day. 
Block Island is just 16 miles out from Montauk. 

I spoke yesterday with Lars Trodson, who 
is the editor of The Block Island Times—a 
newspaper | founded on the island in 1970 and 
12 years later sold—and asked him how things 
were going. A lot of objections being bandied 
about here on the East End by opponents of 
the windmills reference Block Island. Some 
seem reasonable. Others preposterous. A 
preposterous one was that they originally 
planned to build six windmills off Block Island 
but one had to be torpedoed after it was built. 

“I won't even dignify that with an answer,” 
Lars said. “There were never to be more 
than five.” 


Here are some_ other and 
accusations I’ve heard. 

Q: The fish around the base of the five 
windmills are dying. They cannot spawn. It’s an 
ecological disaster. 

“The charter and commercial fishermen 
on Block Island report a great improvement 
around the foundations of the windmills. 
There’s more fish.” 

The power provided by the windmills goes by 
cable into a power grid and is gone. Never gets 
to benefit those by the shore. 

“We had a series of diesel gasoline-powered 
generators providing power for Block Island. 
When they pulled the switch to provide the 
power from the windmills, we turned off the 
diesel generators. They are available to be 
turned on in an emergency, but so far we have 
not had to do so. All our electricity comes from 
the wind farms. And it is sufficient.” 

All the environmental studies made to get 
permits to put in the windmills were paid for 
by the developer of the windmills. For example, 
there’s the electromagnetic fields created by 
the underwater cables to the mainland. The 
developers paid for the study. 

“A study of those emissions now that the 
power lines are working was recently done 
by students and professors from the 
University of Rhode Island. They found the 
emissions to be a non-issue—they are within 
the acceptable range. 

“I can’t speak for the studies done before the 


questions 


windmills were built, but I do know that the 
company now makes frequent reports to the 
EPA as they go along and, so far, so good.” 

Prices have gone up with wind power. 

“The prices we pay for electricity here on 
Block Island are now stabilized, as promised. 
We no longer are subject to surcharges when 
the price of diesel fuel goes up.” 

The fishing boats avoid the windmills. 

“Not only are the fishermen finding more fish 
around the foundations, they are also busy 
taking tourists out to see the windmills up 
close. It’s a whole new tourist industry.”

Here’s something I could not ask Lars about 
because the windmill farm out at Block Island is 
done and done. 

The Big Oil Companies are trying to get leases 
for the next round of windmills off Long Island 
because they get rebates for doing wind farms. 
It’s all about the money. 

To which I reply: When a guy mows your lawn, 
he wants the money for having done it. So? The 
oil companies are in the energy business. As 
energy from fossil fuel goes down, wind power 
goes up. So yes, they want the money. So what? 

I see no good arguments opposing the 
building of offshore windmills to create power 
for the human activities of the future here on 
the East End. If there are good reasons, please 
let me know. #& 
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so dilapidated that it was beyond restoration. 
But you could save the beams, and someday 
that could be rebuilt, perhaps on another 
nearby property. 

In taking it carefully apart, they numbered 
the beams and then gave them to the Town of 
Southampton for safe keeping somewhere. 

It is my belief that it was in that “storage 
building” that Hulbert made that flag. He was 
a builder after the war, but a rope maker when 
he was young before it. This must have been 
his workshop out back. And it must have been 
there that he left that flag when the war ended, 
“in storage.” 

Where are these beams today? It’s a disgrace. 
The town piled them up upon receiving them, 
right on the ground across the street, just to 


the east of the large white mansion owned by 
the Bridgehampton Museum, now undergoing 
renovation, on the south side of the road. 

Ten years ago, during the renovation of the 
Topping Rose House, I was told they were 
there and went to see them. I asked the town 
supervisor at that time if they could please be 
protected with plastic sheeting. It has never 
been done. 

3 REREK 

In writing this story, | have come upon another 
important piece of American history that is 
little known, and worthy of becoming a good 
book and movie. It involves Fort Ticonderoga, 
immediately after the patriots recaptured it 
from the British. 

As you recall from earlier in this story, the 
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British had not only taken Fort Ticonderoga 
but also sent an army of 15,000 Redcoats 
to restore order in Boston and punish the 
rebels for what they did at the Boston Tea 
Party. After the fight up Bunker Hill and the 
battles at Lexington and Concord, the British 
took complete control of Boston. Boston and 


its harbor were on the tip of a peninsula 


back then. Other peninsulas were both north 
and south, neither of them occupied. George 
Washington was empowered by the Continental 
Congress to create an army and attempt to seize 
Boston. Washington was able to cut off the road 
out to the peninsula, but that was all. Boston 
was still a lively port in British hands, with ships 
going in and out, bringing in supplies and taking 
out exports. 

Also, the British had cannons in Boston. 
They’d lob cannon balls out at Washington’s 
men from time to time. None came back. 
Washington had no cannons. 

Thus, a stalemate persisted into the winter of 
1775-76. And then a Boston bookstore owner, 
now chased out of Boston—a young man in his 20s 
named Henry Knox—approached Washington 
with an idea. Out at Fort Ticonderoga, which 
the patriots now held, were 42 giant brass and 
iron cannons. Why not bring them to Boston? 
Impossible, Washington said. How could we get 
them here? They weigh many, many tons. And 
this is 800 miles away. 

Knox said you could send some men there, 
build 42 big wooden sledges, haul the cannons 
onto the sledges and then have oxen haul 
them across the iced-over Lake Champlain 
and through the forests of Vermont and 
Massachusetts. It might take a month. 

If you’d do that, Washington told this yeu 
man, I'll get Congress to fund the effort for you. 
Sure, Knox said. — 

Knox went with his younger brother and a 
group of about 20 other men by horseback up 
to Fort Ticonderoga, built the sledges, hired the 
oxen, dragged 42 of the cannons onto his huge 
sledges, had all sorts of adventures across the 
ice and through the forests, and presented them 
to Washington not in one month, but three. 

During the next few weeks of March, 
Washington dragged the cannons around to the 
back of the hill at Dorchester Heights and then, 
in one night, built a wooden breastworks and 
had five of the cannons hauled up to just behind 
it. When dawn came, Washington began firing 
cannonballs down onto the British in Boston. 
And the British could not fire back. They were 
at sea level. The Americans were high on the 
hill. The British cannonballs could not get up 
that high. 

After that one-day cannonade, and the several 
more that followed with now 10 and 20 cannons, 
the British sent a messenger out with a white 
flag and offered a solution. If the Americans 
would stop firing the cannons, the British would 
load up all their soldiers (and local loyalists) 
onto their man o’ war ships and sail them 
away back to England. An evacuation of about 
12,000 men, women and children then occurred. 
And that’s how Washington, with the cheers of 
the Bostonians, won back that town. 

Well, after a fashion, the British returned to 
take New York City and Long Island. And you 
know that story.

Good neighbors 
make good fences. 


PETS 
Our animals are 
beautiful people, too

f course you already have a fence around your 

pool—that’s the law. But is it the fence of your 
dreams? (FYI, no one dreams about chain-link.) 
What other areas of your home could benefit from 
a good bit of fencing? Robert Frost told us long ago 
that “good fences make good neighbors.” A good 
neighbor is a many splendid thing. What’s a “good 
fence?” It depends on your specific needs. What are 
they? What’s your budget? 

Jason Rose of Long Island’s Rose Fence shares 
that “A good fence is one that’s obviously level and 
straight. Sturdy posts that are deeply set in the 
ground. A good fence should also be held together 
by properly sized—and, preferably, stainless steel— 
screws. A good fence is a quality fence, homeowners 
should stay away from cheaper products found at 
[outlets like] Home Depot.” 

Ryan McKinley from Long Island’s The Deer Fence 
and East End Gates shares, “We love working with 
our clients to help dream up something unique and 
pleasing to the eye and complimentary to the client’s 
style. The ‘best’ can be very different from one person 
to the next. At The Deer Fence, our main objective is 
to protect your property and the investments you 
have in it, i.e. the landscaping. Our Farm and Field, or 
agricultural, fence is our most popular option as it’s 
highly effective in keeping out deer. This fence is great 
because it can blend into almost any environment 
and will become nearly invisible against greenery 
and landscaping. The way (Continued on next page)

we build is similar to a chain-link style. We brace 
everything and use tension to make the fence able to 
withstand almost anything. Over the past 10 years on 
the East End, the aggression of the deer has grown 
tremendously. What used to be effective in keeping 
them out may no longer work. We make sure to build 
everything extremely strong so it can withstand the 
test of time and ensure your property is protected.” 
McKinley continues, “A good fence can mean many 
things. First and foremost, we want it to be as 
aesthetically pleasing as possible and complimentary 
to the home and homeowner. Whether that be 
something that’s nearly invisible and can be hidden 
behind a hedge or plantings or something that’s 
a stand-out piece of the property that’s beautiful 
and made to be seen. We do wonderful, handmade 
installs on-site with custom woodwork and even 
modern metal fences. We have something for every 
type of home.” 


Indeed, on the East End, aesthetics are always 
a concern. The look and appropriateness of your 
fencing directly affects your property values. Does 
your Shingle style home cry out for a rustic enclosure? 
Maybe you want a very tall fence to block outsiders’ 
view to your privacy. Maybe you don’t want to see 
the fence that encloses your property at all. 

Jason Rose suggests, “to improve the aesthetics 
of wood or vinyl fencing, I would suggest using 
wider posts. A 6”x6” post compared to the typical 
4”x4” posts give the fence a broader and bolder look. 
I like.using this size post in high visibility areas of 
the property.” 

Fencing is what you make it. “One of the most 
unusual requests for fencing [we received] was to put 
Styrofoam inside the fence to help reduce noise. We 
did make it happen and the customer was satisfied,” 
says Rose. 

Of course a fence needs an appropriate and 
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functioning gate to be a “good fence.” What should 
you look for in a gate? Jason Rose shares that “To 
increase the aesthetics of gates, more decorative 
hardware should be used. Stainless or black powder 
coated specialty hardware is offered by Rose 
Fence compared to ordinary hardware found at 
the local building supply store. This holds true for 
gate hardware as well, we have a wide selection of 
traditional and contemporary designed latches to 
enhance both the look and functionality of gates.”
